Rome, Dec. 29.—Italy as a nation is paralyzed. The 


evening papers are claiming that the deaths caused by 
the earthquake yesterday will reach 75,000. Conserva- 
tive governfent reports say there are at least 25,000 
refugees, and say the government estimate is far too low. 
Adding to tie misery of the terror-stricken, suffering peo- 


ple, Mount Etna today erupted, emitting giant clouds of 
dense, black smoke, while low rumblings and detonations 
sound through the mountains. It is biting cold, and that, 
with torrents of rain, ma-k-es4he suffering of the refugees 
in the stricken district; well nigh unbearable. Telegraph- 
ic communication is partially restored to the quake shak- 
en provinces. The towns practically or totally destroyed} 
are Messina, Begio, Palmi, Giovanni, and Eagnara. The 
death list at Cati.ua is not so heavy as at other points, 
but the people are terror stricken at the activity of Mt.4

Eonie, Dec. 29.—The complete destruction of Messina, 


the second city of Sicily, -with a population of 150,000, 
was confirmed in an official message to the Italian gov- 
ernment today. The message expresses fear that Reggio, 
immediately across the Strait of Messina, has met a like 
fate. It says that most of the towns of the strait would 
be wiped oat. The pope received dispatches today of 
the havoc wrought by the earthquake, and gave orders to 
arrange ofr a journey to Calabria. Medical advisers 
warned hiia that his health was such that the journey 
would probably prove fatal and the pope was finally dis- 
suaded. All audiences at the Vatican have been tem- 
porarily suspended.

One of these is fitted up in every re- 
spect according to the most improved 
methods and theories of household eco- 
nomics.

In giving some 
interesting details of the president's 
plans Mr. McMillan said: 


"I shairnot accompany Mr. Roose- 


velt on his trip because lie wants to 
be entirely alone so that he and his 
son can do all the shooting. However;

Richard Cunningham, a young Scotch 
gentleman, who speaks several Afri- 
can languages perfectly and is thor- 
oughly up on big game shooting there, 
to take charge of the equipment, of the 
expedition and to manage It.

Out of a population'of 25,000 in the town of Begio, 


eighty per cent are killed or injured. The town is believ- 
ed to have been literally, blotted out. Martial law has 
been declared and troops are ordered to shoot all found 
committing depredations. 


The 'destruction of Messina was caused more by a 


tidal wave than by the earthquake. Gigantic waves 
swept over the city ,literally dropping it into the sea. 
Refugees estimate the number of dead here at 12,000. 
The refugees say the quake seemed to be upward in 
movement, tending to toss buildings in the air. Great 
crevices opened in the earth, and the mountain sides 
cracked and slid off into the valleys in. terrible land- 
slides.

this source will reach into the hundreds.
